in San Francisco Makes 
Important Discovery 


Greatest Step in Medicine Since 
‘Cures for Diphtheria and 
Rabies Were Found 


« San Francisco—Dr. George R. Carson 
\ of the Southern Pacific’s medical force 
{ appears to have discovered a cure for 
typhoid. 
Vaccination against the disease has 
robbed it of some of its terrors. But 
af heretofore, after a victim had con- 
tracted this much feared mralady, the 
question of cure was a matter of re- 
sistance of the system of the sufferer, 
rather than what could be accomplished 
by the doctors. 
eae Now, the cure itself is in sight. And 
' it promises to be as effective as the 
| ; anti-toxin for diphtheria. 
: he Dr. Carson held his discovery and his 
= experiments under cover until the an- 
nual convention of the Pacific Associa- 
tion of Railway Surgeons, held in this 
city last week. In due time the medi- 
cal world, through the medium of the 
professional publications, will be ap- 
prised of what has been done. Not 
since diphtheria was conquered by the 
anti-toxin treatment and thousands of 
lives saved every year; not since the 
Pasteur treatment for hydrophobia 
‘ was demonstrated to be a success, has 
ae there been any discovery n medicine 
that approaches this. 
The method is a variation of the 
mode of handling diphtheria. As the 
‘ lower animals cannot contract typhoid, 
j Dr. Carson uses human serum. 
‘ie Starting from the basis that typical 
typhoid cannot be produced in the 
lower animals, the treatment begins 
with a convalescent typhoid case in 
; man. The serum from the blood of 
j this convalescent is injected, after due 
precautions, into the patient under 
treatment. Three or four injections 
may be required in all. 


4 aborted the disease in every case in 
which it has been tried Severe cases 
have been made mild. The longest time 
that elapsed before the patient be- 
came entirely normal after treatment 
was 16 days. 

Three hundred cases of typhoid have 
been treated ai the Souhtern Pacific 
general hospital in the last five years. 
With observation of these as a basis, 
Dr. Carson started his experiments. 
He was checked by Dr. W. T. Cummins 
of the Harriman Research I,aboratory, 
whose co-operation enabled a much 
more thorough study of the cases and 
the experiments.

He is a man who has no use 
for government. I am that kind of a 
man.”’

Amounts to $750,000 


Worst Storm in History of Northern 
City—Funds Needed to Provide 


for Homeless Miners 


San Francisco— Wrecked by wind and 
wave, inundated to the depth of sev- 
eral feet and with its cemetery under- 
mined and corpses drifting about in 
the streets and being washed up to the 
doors of the houses, bringing occupants 
forth by the ghostly rappings of the 
bodies at the steps in the darkness of 
early dawn, such were some of the ex- 
periences suffered by the people of 
Nome from October 2 to 5. 

But meager tidings of the over- 
whelming disaster reached the outside 
world until Sunday, when Dr. and Mrs. 
J. Dennis Arnold of Nome arrived in 
the city, having left the northern town 
October 15, the first day it was possible 
to board a steamer in Behring sea. 

While the loss of life during the 
storm and inundation is known to have 
been onnly three persons, one white 
man and two Indians drowned while 
trying to get to higher ground from 
their cabins on the sand pit, the loss 
of property will reach three-quarters 
of a million dollars. The entire south 
side of front street was razed by the 
waters and the wind, not a building 
being left standing in that section. 

Money assistance is urgently needed 
by those remaining in Nome, hundreds 
of whom have lost their all and have 
not the money to come outside for the 
winter. With plenty of stores but no 
money to buy them, the situation is 
serious, according to the reports brought 
out by the Arnolds. 

“There‘is plenty of work to be done, 
in cleaning up the city and_ building 
two bridges which must be constructed 
but which the city, in its present con- 
dition, cannot afford to build,’’ said Dr. 
Arnold. ‘‘With money toe pay men to 
do this work actual .suffering will be 
avvuided, but money fur this purpose is 
urgently needed. When we left Octo- 
ber 15th there had been received in all 
less than $12,000, and $25,000 is the 
smallest sum to meet the situation. 

“I don’t think that San Francisco 
realizes the condition facing those 
people in the north with a bitter Arc- 
tic winter opening and no money to 
buy food. Scores of men came in 
from the outside in the spriny, hoping 
for work in the mines, but the lack 
of rain during the summer practically 
stopped hydraulic mining, and as a 
result the men who went in there have 
not enough money to come out during 
the winter. They are content to stay 
and rebuild Nome with the great 
amount of work there is to be done 
before spring, but there must be money 
from somewhere to pay them for this 
work so that they can live.’’ 

The storm broke over Nome on the 
night of October 2d, and reached its 
height on the night of the 4th. While 
the damage was tremendous in Nome, 
other towns suffered also. Solomon, 
30 miles east, was entirely wiped out, 
and Dixon, across the river, was also 
wrecked, the damage to the two towns 
being estimated at $200,000.

The resolution will be presented to 
various packing house companies, of- 
ficials of which will -be urged to keep 
their houses closed until after the date 
agreed upon.

Washington.-Twenty years’ service 
in the senate and only 19 days absent. 
This is the remarkable record of Sen- 
ator Perkins of California. He wired 
Senator Overman from his home in 
Oakland in response to messages sent 
to senators urging them to return to 
Washington, saying that in 20 years’ 
service he had been out of the senate 
when in session only/19 days. He ex- 
plained he was detained by illness and 
would return as soon as he was ‘‘able 
to travel.’’

and his two fugitive companions who 
escaped from Folsom prison last Friday 
afternoon. With the three escaped 
Folsom convicts lying prone in the 
attic of the Holmes ranch house, near 
Rattlesnake bridge, Mrs. Charlotte 
Perry, fearful of their threats, twice 
denied to a posse that they were in her 
house. Katie Perry, her 16-year-old 
daughter, slipped from the house and 
told the posse, ‘which returned and the 
men were captured. 

Reaching the ranch house early Sat- 
urday morning, the convicts demanded 
food and clothing, and when this was 
given them climbed to the attic, vow- 
ing they would take the life of Mrs. 
Perry and her two children, Katie and 
Alvie, if the posse was told of their 
presence. , 

Believing they would carry out their 
threat, Mrs. Perry, unstrung by a 
sleepless night of terror, yet fearful 
that a bullet through the ceiling would 
end her life if she gave information to 
the pursuers, twice asserted that the 
conviets were not within. 

Alvie, her 18-year-old son, and Katie 
were with their mother in the kitchen 
of the During Saturday night 
they remained in the house, afraid to 
seek sleep. When the officers arrived 
early Sunday morning the fear-ridden 
trio denied the presence of the convicts. 

Another posse came and was met with 
a similar denial. Then Katie Perry, 
deciding that any was better 
than waiting in terror, slipped from

She told story, and 
returning to the ranch house, captured 
the convicts, who were unarmed, with- 
out a struggle. 

After the capture Mrs. Perry col- 
lapsed under the strain of a night and 
day of terror and had to be put under 
médical care. 

The three convicts, Norman Hair, 
William Roder and Thomas Samuels, 
reached the Holmes ranch after cross- 
ing Rattlesnake bridge, across the 
American river, where they held up a 
miner named Cross, from whom they 
took a pair of overalls. 

Upon their demand, Mrs. Perry fur- 
nished them clothing. Mrs. Perry, 
assisted by her daughter, Katie, then 
cooked food for the convicts, the first 
meal they had had since their escape 
from the Folsom prison farm the after- 
noon before. The family resources are 
not large, but a mess of mountain quail 
was on hand, and these were fried for 
the convicts. Then the men went up 
stairs to hide.’

Civil War Veterans Are 
Dying Off at Rapid Rate 


Washington - More than one-fifth of 
the men who served in the army and 
navy of the United States in the Civil 
War still were on the government’s 
pension roll ut the beginning of the 
present fiseal year. 

This was revealed by the annual re- 
port of Commissioner of Pensions 
Saltzgaber, showing that on July 1, 
last, there were 462,370 Civil War pen- 
sioners. The estimated number of. in- 
dividuals in the United States army 
and navy during the war was 2,218,365. 

In the last vear there was a decrease 
of 34,884 Civil War pensioners, while 
the net loss in the entire pension roll 
was 40,094, leaving 820,200 pensioners 
of all classes. There remain 1142 Mex- 
ican War pensioners and 1066 from In- 
dian wars, 


Housewives and Butchers to 


Fight High Cost of Living 


Philadelphia — Philadelphia house- 
wives and retail butchers have organ- 
ized to fight the high cost of living by 
cutting out the middleman’s profits. 
Leaders in the movement promise that 
the prices of meat, butter and eggs 
will be reduced 10 to 20 per cent be- 
low current rates. 

The housewives, under the leadership 
of Mrs. William B. Derr, who con- 
ducted the egg crusade here last win- 
ter, agreed to give their patronage to 
the butchers who are forming an or- 
ganization to buy direct from the pro- 
ducer. 

Efforts are being made to enroll 6000 
butchers in the organization, which 
purposes buying beef directly from 
Argentine and eggs and butter from 
western dairies and creameries.
